A Life Convict, Bernhard Heeney, While 


Jo) fully Telling Os*ar Neebe, the An- 
archist, of His Good Fortune, Suddenly 
Throws Up His Hands and Expires on 
the Spot—A History of the C'rime for 
Which He Was Sentenced. 


JOI.WT, Ills., June 4.—It was only last 


week that Governor Kifer made ghul the 
heart of life-convict Bernhnrd Heeney by 
commuting his sentence to a t*rm of 
twenty years. Ileeuey bad served twelve 
years on his life term, and when the news 
was received at the prison that he was to 
be a free man next October be was so over- 
Joyed that he sent a long U-legram to his 
old mother in Chicago acquainting her 
with his good fortune, and also another to 
hU lawyer, H. Bigelu*-, of Galva. Ills., 
thanking him heartily for the untiring ef- 
forts Mr. Bigelow had made in getting his 
term reduced. Heeney had been such a 
good convict during the long years of his 
imprisonment that he had the indorse- 
ment of 
ex-Warden McCla'ighry, Mr. 


Brainard (his employer) and everybody 
who knew him, and when the governor 
finally decided to ghe Heeney another 
chance at the outside » orld everybody was 
glad.Threw t"p Hi* Hands and Died. 


Since the receipt of his commutation 


Heeney had grown t«n years younger in 
looks. But the prison was startled Tues- 
day afternoon by a report from the hos- 
pital that Barney Heeney was dead. As 
the convict had not been sick this report 
was not credited. But investigation proved 
the report true. The convict had gone to 
the hospital on an errand for his keeper 
and while joyfully telling Coin ict Oscar 
Neebe, the Anarchist, of his good fortune 
he threw up his hands and fell back iu a 
chair stone dead. The cause of death is. 
ascribed to heart disease, undoubted!} 
produced by the reaction that was taking 
place in the man. Heeiey's remains wil 
be sent to the poor old mother for burial 


What Brought Him to Prison. 


The history of the crime that brought 


Barney Heeney to prison is an interesting 
one. He always stoutly maintained that 
he was not the one who killed Rosenfield 
althonsh he was innocently along with 
the party that committed the deed. >< 
event in the history of Rock Island si 
•hocked the people of that city as did the 
brutal murder of Officer Joseph Rosen 
field, captain of the night police, who wa. 
found dead on the streets at daylight th 
morning of March 12, 1879, bis head a. 
battered to pieces. The murder proved t 
be the outcome of a riot created by a part 
of Davenport molders, who were returnin: 
home in a boisterous manner after bavin 
held a drunken carousal at Rock Island. 
Barney Heeney had married the girl of h)s 
choice that day and -.Tith a party of hih 
friends was out celebrating the event 
when the officer was murdered. 


Resolutions of Sympathy. 


Rosenfield was, very popular with all 


classes. The city wuncil held a special 
meeting and 
resolutions of sympathy 


were adopted. The mayor issued a proc- 
lamation counsel ing all roughs to desist 
from unlawful acts and called upon the 
citizens to aid the authorities in hunting 
down the murderers. The city council 
vr.ted a year's salary to the wiie of the 
murdered man and then set to work to 
run down 
the criruiunl». John Cava- 


naugh alias Dublin Jack, a young tin- 
smith, was first arrested. Beruhard and 
Patrick Heeney, brothers, the latter only 
16 years of n«e, were next taken in: also 
John ConMdiue and Tom Ko,s, all belong- 
ing at Davenport. It was developed at 
the trial that the murder came about in 
the following manner: Dublin Jack, the 
Heeney brothers, and others were ap- 
proached by Rosenfield, who tried to make 
them keep quiet. 


Ileeney's Sentence. 


Dublin Jack became more noisey and 


Rosenfield attempted to arrest him. They 
had a severe scuffle in wich Jack got the 
better of the officer ard felled him. One 
of the party then grabbed the officer's 
cane and began pouLding him over the 
head 
This doue the party fled. Dublin 


Jack wa« given a life sentence, but after 
he had served fourteen jears Governor 
Oglesby gave him a commutation and he 
was released. Pat Heeney, although only 
16 years of age, received a fourteen-year 
term, which he served and was released 
with Dublin Jack some years ago. Bar- 
ney Heeney was first given a life term by 
the Rock Island court, but obtained a new 
trial and then took a change of venue to 
Henry county, where another trial also re- 
sulted in a life term. The others that 
were implicated went free.

THE DE8 MOINES RIVER LANDS. 


A Suit on Which Depends the Homes ol 


Many Settlers. 


FORT DODGE, Iowa, June 4 —The United 


States court room here was crowded with 
an eager assemblage such as it has never 
seen before. It was made up almost en- 
tirely of river land settlers, all well past 
middle age, who came to witness the legal 
battle on the result o£ which depends their 
homes and future happiness. The case of 
the United States of America versus the 
Des Moines Navigation and Railway com- 
pany and Edward Litchfield is the case on 
trial It is brought according to instruc- 
tions from the United States attorney gen- 
eral to kettle the ownership of 110,000acres 
of river lands, valued at $2,000,000. 


What the Settlers Claim. 


These lands, located along the valley of 


the Des Momes river, were granted to the 
company that is the defendant in the suit, 
aud afterward settled upon by squatters, 
who made their homes there for years.- In 
the fall of 1888 hundreds of them were 
evicted by order of Edward Litchfield, 
who now owns the company's title to the 
lands. The settlers claim that the river 
land company's title to the lands is void 
because of a non-compliauce with the con- 
dition of the grant and the United States 
suit was brought to decide the matter. 
Tho case opened Tuesday morning, with 
Judge Shims on the bench.

which they so much prize. It was further 
stated that it was earnestly hoped that the 
system would entirely supersede the spurious 
imitation of engravings. 


The advertisement generally filled a col- 


umn, 
and informed the public that the asso- 


ciation having the exolubive right would, 
previous to destroying the plate, issue at the 
iiost of production a limited number of genu- 
ine copyright engravings from the original 
steel plate of such and such celebrated pict- 
ures. Then followed a very elaborate de- 
scription of the picture, and the very miportr 
ant coupon with full instructions that It 
should be cut out und seat with a po^tofflce 
order for various sums, as the case might be, 
accompanied with lull address to secure safe 
delivery, for which special arrangements had 
been made for its transmission free of charge. 
At the end it was stated that the usual retail 
price of the engraving was about ten times 
that asked by the Fine Art association. 


Under these auspices England was flooded 


with copies of well known paintings by cele- 
brated artists. 


As many years have now elapsed it will be 


no breach of confidence to state that these 
prints, for that is what they amounted to, 
were obtained wholesale from a gentleman of 
the Hebrew persuasion. He had ia his pos- 
session the old and well worn plates of the 
original engravings, and was well satisfied 
with his part of the contract, which was to 
supply the Pine Art association with copies at 
three cents apiece. The association retailed 
them nt an average of thirty cents, and, cal- 
culating all expenses, had u profit of twenty- 
five cente on every copy sold. The harvest 
lasted for about three months and netted 
over one hundred thousand dollars, which 
was divided amongst the partnera As was 
only to be expected, severe competition set 
in, tbe coupon system being extended to a 
variety of uses, so, well satisfied with the re- 
sults, the Fine Art association retired from 
business.—Philadelphia Saturday Review.

TSanan yesterday learned that the Park com- 
mittee has not yet been made up. The

And by the way, Mayor Kanan is a great 


enthusiast on the subject of our park. He 
says that In two year •> it will be the pretti- 
est spot in Central Illinois. If, is so situated 
that a veiy large sum of money will not be 
required to get it in presentable shape 
He 


wants to educate the people of Decatur to 
spend money willingly on the park. To do 
this he wishes to show them what a great 
change for the better can be made with the 
aid ot the $2,000 that the city has deter- 
mined to spend this year.

MOBNISO SESSION. 


The state convention was called to Older 


shortly after 12 o'clock by Delos P. Phelps 
chairman of the state central committee, 
who made a brief but ringing speech. He 
also read a letter from Grover Cleveland de- 
clining on account of previous engagements 
the invitation to be present with the Illinois 
democracy at this convention. The letter 
congratulated the democrats of Illinois on 
the prospects of success that were before 
them and stated that the eyes of the uatiou 
were upon them in this caruph%ii and tnoir 
victory receive the heartiest applause of ar 
expectant democracy. The reading of tnis 
letter was received with loud cheers, and 
the most enthusiastic demonstrations of ap- 
proval. The cheering was renewed again, 
and again, hats, umbrellas and handker- 
chiefs were waved in air, and It was several 
minutes before order could be restored. 


Joe Mann, of Danville, was selected as 


temporary chairman and he made a charac- 
teristic and eloquent speech of about 20 
minutes. He rehearsed the principles foi 
which the democratic party will Hunt in the 
coming campaign. His indictment of the 
republican party was all the more scathinft 
because of its truthfulness, and he was 
cheered to the echo. 


the vote was finally footed up It stood: 
Webber, 79; Fitzgerald, 394; Wilson, 488. 


Tha announcement was received with 


wild cheering, which was increased to a 
cyclone of enthusiasm when Mclnerny ot 
Cook, who bad placed Fitzgerald In nomi- 
nation, moved to make Wilson's nomina- 
tion unanimous and pledged him the hearty 
support of the Cook county democracy. In 
response to toe demand of the convention 
Judge Wilson was intrcduced and made a 
brief but most eloquent speech. He said 
that be was confident of bis election, and 
he proposed to do all In his power toward 
making this tbe most aggressive campaign 
in the history of Illinois. The farmers are 
gettlag their eyes open on the great ques- 
tions of the day and the result next Novem 
her will be such as to surprise the most 
sanguine. He closed by promising that he 
would s» administer the state, funds that 
they would never have to send him to the 
penitentiary on the one hand or the United 
States senate ou the other. 


Nominations for state superintendent of 


public instruction were declared in order. 
The democracy seemed to be a unit on the 
q estion for when tbe name of Henry Kaab 
of Bi-lleviile, the, gallant democrat who lead 
his party to victory in 1882, was mentioned 
there was no thought of any one tlse. 
County after eouuty seconded the nomina- 


and amid the wildest enthusiasm be 


was nominated by acclamation. The state 
ticket wag filled by tbe nomination of 
Messis. Bryant, Graham and Morgan for re- 
gents o£ the state university. 


The report of the committee on resolu- 


tions was then read. 
The resolutions were 


quite long, but were admirably constructed. 
Every topic of pressing public importance 
is discussed, and the democratic doctrine is 
laid down in such plain and unmistakable 
language that he who runs may read and 
understand. 
Tho platform is a good one. 


It especially appeals to the farmer and the 
laboror. Every word is soundly democratic, 
and the enthusiastic approval of the con- 
vention show how dear were the principles 
enunciated to the democrat's heart.
